At about 7.15pm on 9 July 1922 Head Constable Orr was on the premises of Mr John Mc.Cardle Restaurateur of No. 17 
Commercial Court off Donegall Street, Belfast. He was speaking to the proprietor when two men entered and asked for 
Cigarettes the Proprietor turned round to supply them when the two men drew Revolvers and shouted “Hands Up”. 


Head Constable Orr, although unarmed feinted and then grappled with one of the men and one shot was fired which grazed 
the Head Constable’s chin. Then the second man fired severely wounding the Head Constable, the bullet entering under the 
left shoulder blade and coming out of the front portion of the left breast. 


The gallantry displayed by an unarmed man faced with two loaded revolvers at two yards range I consider is worthy of the 
Constabulary Medal. 


Head Constable Orr has always displayed a high courage and has always been a splendid example to men under circumstances 
which have called for resource and initiative. He is already in possession of the Military Medal.

Handled his motor-launch in a magnificent manner. Embarked over sixty officers and men from “Thetis” under heavy machine- 


gun fire at close range. It was solely due to his courage and daring that his boat succeeded in making good her escape with the 
survivors of the “Thetis”. 


M.L. 526 commanded by Lieut. H.A. Littleton, R.N.V.R., had followed the block-ships, exactly in accordance with the Plan, 


during their perilous journey from the Mole. These officers had been specially chosen for the rescue work from the large 
number of volunteers for that dangerous task. 


M.L. 526 had steamed in to the sunken block-ships in the canal, embarking many of Intrepid’s men from a cutter, and then 
proceeded to Thetis, where all the survivors from the vessel were also embarked from a cutter. The motor launch had come 
under heavy fire from the shore guns and her escape added one more item to the long list of miracles which took place that 
night. With sixty-five survivors Lieut. Littleton steamed out to sea past the Mole and made the entire passage to Dover under 
her own steam, in spite of the gruelling which this frail craft had gone through. 


Hugh Alexander Littleton was born 25 December 1888 and lived at 3 Albany Terrace, Regents Park; he enlisted into the Royal 
Naval Air Service 17 January 1913, rising to the rank of Temporary Sub-Lieutenant. He resigned from the R.N.A.S. 18 March 
1916 being taken on to the Royal Naval Reserve with the rank of Temporary Sub Lieutenant 29 April 1916. He married Mary, 


elder daughter of the Archdeacon of Ross and Mrs Beecher, at Bethhaven Church, Co. Cork September 1916. He was awarded 
the Royal Naval reserve Officers Decoration in the London Gazette of 6 May 1917.

Ernest Horace Lamb was born at Adelaide, South Australia, 5 May 1878. He was the eldest son of Sir Horace Lamb who was at 
that time Professor of Mathematics at Adelaide University. 


Lamb was educated at Manchester Grammar School and Owen’s College Manchester (later the University of Manchester) where, 
in 1899, he gained a First-Class Honours Degree in Engineering. He went on to obtain MSc and DSc Degrees, Membership 
of the Institutes of both mechanical and Civil Engineering as well as innumerable other honours and awards throughout a 
distinguished academic career. 


On 25 September 1914, while Professor of Civil and Mechanical Engineering at East London College, University of London, Lamb 
volunteered for war service with the Royal Marines Divisional Engineers. He was commissioned the following month and in March 
1915 embarked for Gallipoli as Lieutenant, Royal Naval Division (Divisional Engineers), Royal Marines. He distinguished himself 
in the actions on ANZAC Beach and Cape Helles and was awarded the Distinguished Service Cross (London Gazette 7 November 
1915) and Mentioned in Despatches on two occasions (London Gazette 5 November 1915 and 11 December 1915). He was sent home 
on 25 January 1916 following severe dysentery and after returning to health, transferred to the R.N.V.R. in March 1916 for special 
duties at HMS Vernon.

Manning was transferred to “special service” in the summer of 1917, when he joined Q-ship Acton (a.k.a. Q-34) and it was in the same 
capacity that he won his D.S.C. for the destruction of UC-72 off the French Coast on 20 August 1917. Subsequent reports states: 


“IT have the honour to report on an action which took place between H.M.S. Acton and a submarine yesterday 20 August 1917. 


Acton was steaming at 10 knots when at 6.25pm a submarine was sighted on the port quarter. Acton maintained approximately 
the same course and reduced speed to 8 knots, orders being at the same time given to make more smoke and to avoid blowing 
off steam. The submarine commenced firing at 6.25pm and continued at ranges varying from 8300 to 6000 yards until 8.00pm. 
During this time between 50 and 60 rounds were fired, eight of which were time-fused. The submarine ceased fire as boats 


were lowered. At 8.00pm the ship was stopped and a “panic abandon ship stations” were carried out: smoke boxes were fired 
in the well deck and steam leakage turned on. 


At about this time the submarine submerged and carried out a close periscope inspection of the ship which lasted until 8.35pm. 
The submarine was so close that at one time it actually collided with the ship, shaking Acton fore and aft. It then came to the 
surface about 1000 yards away and hailed the boats to come along side, but as it was getting dark, the submarine was not seen 
through the spy-holes on the bridge. The next time it was seen, it was circling close round the ship on the surface, and at a 
range of between 200 and 300 yards, fire was opened on the submarine just before the port beam. Six rounds were fired, at 
least four of which hit the submarine, the certain hits being two abaft and below the conning tower and two on the conning 


tower. Loud shouts came up from the submarine when Acton opened fire. The submarine then submerged stern first and 
most of her conning tower was shot away. 


The telegraph was put to full speed ahead, when the open fire bell was pushed and an attempt was made to ram the submarine 
as she submerged, a depth charge being dropped when over the spot where she submerged at 9.10pm. This exploded 10 to 15 
seconds after being let go and sent up a column of black or dark brown water 25 to 30 feet high. 


It was now very dark, so the boats were found and hoisted. The foremost fall of the port life boat had been shot away and 
caused a little delay in hoisting. When the boats were clear of the water, Acton commenced steering in a square, in the hope of 
finding wreckage on which to drop another depth charge or for picking up survivors, but unfortunately, at about 10.20pm, a 
light, then considered suspicious, but since only believed to be the reflection of a star, was seen and followed up. 


Nothing further was seen of the submarine, and I consider it was sunk; but the darkness prevented small objects being seen in 
the water; though after depth charges had exploded the only man who was looking over the side aft said that the water had 


the appearance it would have “if the ship was throwing overboard ashes”. The depth charge used seems to have gone into the 
submarine’s swirl. The weather was fine and the sea calm”. 


Manning was awarded the D.S.C. and received a £40 share of the Admiralty’s resultant prize fund. Sold with copied research.

For Initiative, coolness and efficiency in keeping No.2 Boiler Steaming, when No.1 Boiler was put out of action. By his quiet 
reaction, under conditions of difficulty and with his ship under heavy fire, way was kept on the ship enabling torpedoes to be 
fired and the ship to make good her subsequent withdrawal. 


HMS Saumarez was part of the Carrier Force in Operation Bishop, which was formed to protect the convoys in the seaborne 
assault on Rangoon and then took part in Operation Dukedom, which was mounted to attack a Japanese naval force reported to 
be sailing from Singapore on 10 May 1945. On this occasion, she was part of the newly constituted Force 61. The Japanese Cruiser 
Haguro and the destroyer Kamikaze had left the Malacca Strait on 14 May; early next day an Avenger torpedo bomber operating 
from the escort aircraft carrier HMS Emperor sighted them. HMS Saumarez, HMS Verulam and HMS Vigilant in one division and 
HMS Venus and HMS Virago in a second, were diverted to intercept. The destroyers attacked both ships early on 16 May. HMS 
Haguro, overwhelmed by their torpedoes, went to the bottom at 0209 in a position some forty-five miles southwest of Penang, 
although she had straddled HMS Saumarez twice prior to her sinking. HMS Kamikaze was damaged but managed to escape.

1172 Corporal William Barker was born c.1816 in Great Mallingham, near Swaffham, Norfolk, and he attested for service with 
the 46" Foot at Swaffham 30 January 1839, having previously worked as a Labourer. He served in the 46" Foot during the 
Crimean War, and it was here that he was recommended for a new gallantry decoration - the DCM, 15 January 1855. The DCM 
roll also appears to show that he was invalided during this period, showing possible wound or injury. His attestation papers 
state ‘awarded a medal and Gratuity of £10 for Distinguished Conduct in the Field, per authority dated War Office, 7 May 1853. 
He was discharged from further service 25 May 1857, at the age of 41. Worthy of further research, sold with copy roll mentions 
and discharge papers.

The Queen has further been pleased to approve the grant of the Medal for Distinguished Conduct in the Field to the 
undermentioned Soldiers in recognition of their services at the Battle of Colenso:- 


Driver G. Rockall. 


At Colenso on 15 December 1899, the detachments serving the guns of the 14'* and 66" Batteries Royal Field Artillery 
had all been either killed, wounded, or driven away from their guns by Infantry fire at close range, and the guns had 
been deserted. About 500 yards behind the guns was a donga in which some of the few horses and drivers left alive 
were sheltered, The intervening space was swept with shell and rifle fire. Captain Congreve, Rifle Brigade, who was 
in the Donga, assisted to hook a team to a limber, went out, and assisted to limber up a gun. Being wounded, he took 
shelter; but seeing Lieutenant Roberts fall, badly wounded he went out again and brought him in. Captain Congreve 
was shot through the leg, through the toe of his boot, grazed on the elbow and shoulder, and his horse was shot in three 
places. Lieutenant Roberts assisted Captain Congreve and was wounded in three places later dying of his wounds 
He was also assisted by Corporal Nurse, 66" Battery Royal Field Artillery, and Captain Reed 7‘ Battery Royal Field 
Artillery, who had heard of the difficulty, and shorty afterwards brought down three teams from his battery to see if 
he could be of any use. He was wounded, as were five of the thirteen men who rode with him, one was killed; and 


thirteen out of twenty-one horses were killed before he got half-way to the guns, he was obliged to retire. (Congreve, 
Roberts, Nurse and Reed were all awarded in the Victoria Cross)

Warrant Officer Class 2 Alexander McLachlan came from Renfrewshire, Scotland, a pre-war member of the Territorial Force 
receiving the Territorial Force Efficiency medal as a Serjeant before the out-break of the Great War. 


The 5% Battalion Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders mobilised for war on 5 August 1914, the Battalion spent the next three 
months manning the Clyde defences whilst training hard for overseas service, from the Clyde they were posted to the Tay 
defences but after only 8 days the Battalion was ordered to join the 1/2 Lowland Division which was later retitled the 52" 
Lowland Division; the Battalion then embarked for overseas at Devonport on the 1* June 1915 aboard the transport “Andania” 
as part of the 157 Infantry Brigade, they arrived at Alexandria on 12 June where preparations were immediately commenced 
for the voyage to Gallipoli. On 28 June, the Battalion sailed aboard the S.S. Alnwick Castle for Mudros and reached there on 1 
July, being the next transhipped aboard the destroyer HMS Bulldog and the $.S. Fauvette, and two trawlers for Cape Helles. The 
Battalion sailed for Cape Helles on the night of the 2/3 July 1915 and landed at “S.S. River Clyde Landing”. C.S.M. McLaughlin 
was promoted to W.O.2 sometime around the arrival of his battalion at Gallipoli. 


The Battalion’s first tour of the trenches was on 5 July at Ghurkha Bluff, where it underwent instruction in trench warfare. 
After this followed tours in Nelson Avenue and Plymouth Avenue, between which rest trenches were occupied near Pink 
Farm. In order to assist the troops who were going to carry out a fresh landing at Suvla Bay, an attack on Achi Baba, a large 
hill which overlooked the whole of the British communications, was ordered. The Battalion formed the centre of the left flank 
of the left attack, which commenced at 4.30pm on 12 July, the object being to capture an intricate trench system known as E9, 
E10, Ell and El2a. Three lines of trenches were detailed as objectives, whereas only two actually existed, and the heavy losses 
suffered scrambling up the slopes were doubled during the return to the second objective. Most of the Turks defended so 
stubbornly that they had to be bayonetted in their trenches, Company Serjeant Major McLachlan cleared a trench by himself, 
killing four Turks one after the other with his bayonet, for his general behaviour he was awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal (Extract The Fifty-Second Lowland Division History 1914-1918 Chapter VI; by Lt Col R-.R. Thompson M.C.) 


The re-engraving of the surname on the D.C.M. is easily explained, it having been done by the recipient, as the D.C.M roll 
confirms that it was issued in the name of McLaughlin, a spelling error on the part of the issuing authorities, and his D.C.M. 
bears the correct service number, rank, initials and unit details. The award of this D.C.M would appear to be the first to the 
Battalion in the Great War.

Keeping close up to the artillery barrage the 9" Battalion 
Royal Fusiliers from 36" Brigade on the right and the 1/1** Cambridgeshire and 9" Essex from 35'" Brigade on the left pushed 
on capturing prisoners and machine guns and bayoneting the detachments at their posts. By 8.30am the 35" Brigade units had 
secured Maltzhorn Farm Ridge taking over 100 prisoners.

During an advance on the night of the 20/21 January 1943 on 3444 EN NAB, Near CORRADINI, platoons of his company

On 3 November 1840 HMS Edinburgh took station off the South Battery at 1.00pm, in line of battle with the rest of the fleet. 
At 2.17pm a fort opened fire on HMS Castor and HMS Princess Charlotte, HMS Thunderer, HMS Powerful and HMS Bellerphon 
replied. At 2.25pm a shell exploded on one of HMS Edinburgh's quarterdeck carronades, killing four seamen and injuring 
several others, including the Master and two Officers. Five minutes later HMS Edinburgh commenced firing on the forts which 
“were keeping up an intense fire on us”. At 4pm a tremendous explosion came from the direction of the Citadel. Cheering was 
heard and the crew of the HMS Edinburgh cheered in turn.

For gallant conduct on 4 November 1914 during the attack at Tanga (East Africa), and for general good work performed under a 
heavy fire. The 2™ Battalion, Loyal North Lancashire Regiment, was the only British infantry battalion to serve in East Africa during 
the Great War. On 2 November 1914 HMS Fox went into Tanga early in the morning to break the truce which had been previously 
in existence, and demand surrender, which latter was refused. As a result of this, later that evening and early the next morning a 
landing was effected, with the Loyal North Lancs, 61* Pioneers and 13" Rajput’s all making their way to the shore. They were met 
with only a desultory sniper fire, and no casualties occurred. At about 4am four companies of the 13'* Rajputs were sent towards 
Tanga to occupy the town and clear up the situation. In the event they did not make it as far as the town, as they met a fierce 
resistance and suffered heavy casualties whilst retreating. On the following day, 4 November, the order was given for an all-out 
attack on Tanga. The Loyal North Lancs, along with their Indian counterparts, advanced towards the town over difficult terrain, 
encountering little resistance. It was not until they reached some huts near the railway on the outskirts of town that suddenly a 
strong opposition was encountered. Here they were met with a hail of rifle and machine-gun fire and as a result suffered many 
casualties. After a confused close quarters pitched battle, they were forced to accept the inevitable, and the order was given to 
withdraw. The enemy made no attempt to follow up their success, allowing them to retreat to the trenches near the sea, where 
they were picked up by HMS Fox, thus ended the attack on Tanga. The next morning the wounded were embarked under a flag 
of truce, and that evening the transports left Tanga Bay. Sergeant Charles Arnull was born and enlisted in Northamptonshire. 


Serjeant Charles Arnull died of Blackwater Fever on 7 February 1917 whilst serving with the 2™ Battalion, Loyal North 
Lancashire Regiment and is buried in Morogoro Cemetery, Tanzania.

They had actually passed through the two abandoned batteries; but, though they had clung to the position which they had 
taken up, and the Northamptonshire worked forward on their right, they were unable to make further headway against the 
enemy, entrenched with field guns and machine guns north and west of the factory. He, on his side, made repeated counter- 
attacks, which were steadily repulsed. During the whole day the fight surged to and fro across some three hundred yards of 
ground, the fresh units which arrived as reinforcements being thrust in where they seemed most required.’ The 1st Loyal North 
Lancashire’s lost over 500 rank and file killed, wounded or taken P.O.W. Interred in the Vendresse British Cemetery, France, 
Warn was also commemorated on the Midland Railway Memorial at Derby, having been employed as a labourer in the Carriage 
and Wagon Department before the War.

James I had advocated a national synod to consider the controversy in the Dutch churches initiated by the rise of Arminianism.

OF OFFICIAL BRITISH CORONATION AND JUBILEE MEDALS 


British Coronation Medals have been made at the Royal Mint since James I’s coronation in 1603. It is a 
tradition that has lasted for over 400 years. They constitute a wonderful historical legacy for the United 
Kingdom: cultural artifacts rich in symbolism. Initially only produced in gold and silver, copper ones were 
added from the coronation of James II in 1685. The medals were distributed at the coronation ceremonies 
at Westminster Abbey for centuries. Gold medals were strewn to lords, silver to peers, and copper ones to 
the public outside the abbey. In 1838 at Victoria’s coronation she decided this was an unseemly process and 
changed the process to hand out the gold and silver ones individually (although the copper ones were still 


strewn to the crowd outside). 


We became interested in coronation medals in 1985 when we came across a coronation medal of Edward VII 
ata coin show in California. We went on to read Henry Wollaston’s British Official Medals for Coronations and 
Jubilees (1978) which filled us with enthusiasm for the series. It started a 30 year journey which ultimately 
led to our completing a collection of all the official medals noted in Wollaston. We are especially indebted to 
Heldey Betts, an English medal dealer in California for his support and his involvement in this field. We also 
purchased medals from Baldwin’s, Goldberg’s, Stacks, Steinberg’s, Heritage, Bowers, and Morton & Eden. 
We always strove to find the most attractive and high quality specimens. Over the 30 years we have been 
forming this collection, we were able to obtain all the coronation and jubilee medals except the elusive Charles 
I English Coronation 1626 Gold Medal and James II 1685 Copper Medal. Though recorded as existing, these 
medals were notavailable to usand donot appear to have been publically traded for many decades. Ithas been 
wonderful for my son, Joshua, and I to have had a marvellous time and challenge during this journey.

Leoni made the medal in 1541 in gratitude for his release from the Papal galleys, to which he had been sentenced for the 
attempted murder of a fellow craftsman, Pellegrino di Leuti, jeweller to Pope Paul III. This medal can be dated to 1541. It is 
generally assumed that Leoni depicts himself in the small boat on the reverse of this medal, rowing to freedom. Sculptor and 
medallist, master of the mint at Milan, working in Brussels, Augsburg and Spain, and at the Papal mint.

In 1939, following the German invasion of Poland, General Sikorski escaped through Romania to Paris, then Angers where he 
joined Wiadystaw Raczkiewicz and Stanislaw Mikolajczyk in a Polish Government in Exile. On 30 September, Raczkiewicz, as 
President, appointed him Prime Minister and then, on 7 November, Commander in Chief and General Inspector of the Armed 
Forces. On 4 July 1943, returning from an inspection of Polish forces deployed in the Middle East, Sikorski was killed, together 
with his daughter, his Chief of Staff, Tadeusz Klimecki, and seven others, when his plane crashed into the sea on takeoff 
from Gibraltar. Sikorski was buried at the Polish Pilots’ Cemetery, Newark, though in 1993, his remains were exhumed and 
transferred to the Royal Crypts at Wawel Castle in Krakow, Poland.

Following the expedition to what the Russians call the Northern Sea Route, these medals were privately issued in silver and 
copper. The Northern Sea Route runs from the Kara Sea to the Pacific Ocean, along the Russian Arctic coast - this being the 
majority of the North-East Passage. The SS Bayntingo was part of a larger attempt aimed at supplying anti-communist forces 
in Archangel and Siberia, using a window of opportunity when the Kara Sea would be free of ice in the summer of 1919. J A 
Mikkelborg was in command of the expedition, and Captain R Dowling was appointed the Baymiingo’s navigating officer. With 
a cargo of mainly textile goods and chemical stores, the Bayntingo was chartered by the UK’s Merchant Trading Company (a 
subsidiary of the Hudson’s Bay Company), in conjunction with the Cooperative Union of Russia and Central Russia. The SS 
Baymingo left Liverpool on 1 August 1919, her destination being the mouth of the River Ob, where she met up with a fleet of 
large barges. Under the command of Colonel Kotelnikov, these had been towed some 1500 miles by tugboats, all the way from 
Tomsk and Krasnoyarsk. The cargoes were exchanged, and the Baymingo returned to London, arriving on 19 October. (Footnote, 
courtesy of Glenn Stein, private correspondence).
